THE STATE CONTENTION. 


A Warm Time in the Union Labor 


Party—Wo Fusion—Jones 


for Governor. 


The Bolters Meet and Howl a Few Hours. 


Just 100 delegates from 34 out ot the 


51 senatorial districts in Illinois attended 
the first state convention of the Union 
Labor Party at the court honse yester- 
day, and after a disgraceful wrangle 
precipitated by the Democratic Bell ele- 
ment from Chicago and Peona, nominat- 
ed an independent ticket for state offi- 
cers. Senator Rohrbach,O.E.Detweiler, 
Thomas Linng, Ben Goodhue, Will 
Beilly and other typical ward bosses from 
the Chicago end of the state, tned to 
carry the convention by storm for BeD, 
and in the course of the animated dis- 
cussion the lie was given and taken in a 
manner somewhat alarming, but there 
was no collision. W. W. Weaver, of Chi- 
cago, was chairman, and he was a good 
one. He used the gavel freely and did 
not hesitate to rebuke ungentlemanly 
conduct. 
John Lindsay characterized 


the disturbing scenes as disgraceful, as 
did also several other rural delegates, 
but Eohrbach and others were as saucy 
as ever. Colonel S. F. Norton, of Chi- 
cago, was the master of the body, and 
after denouncing any attempt at fusion, 
he placed Willis W. Jones, of Camargo, 
in nomination. His speech m favor of 
independent action made converts, and 
knocked the Bell crowd out in short 
order 
They died hard, and quite a num- 


ber after their defeat bolted the conven- 
tion. They acted very much like boys— 
because they couldn't win they wouldn't 
play. At noon when the convention took 
a recess there were 87 delegates reported. 
Upon reassembling at 2 o'clock the com- 
mittee repoited 100 delegates present. 
The ballot for governor resulted Jones, 
56, Bell, 44. Below is the state ticket as
